But this, we think, is an error, and if the engrav- 
ing is a close rendering of its original, incline to the opinion that the 
lettering is incorrect, and that it is really after one of Charles Willson 
Peale 's later portraits." It is the same print as Baker No. 9, with the addi- 
tion of a border.

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THIS collection of Engraved portraits of Genl. George Washing- 
ton was formed by the late Henry Whelen, Jr., of Philadel- 
phia, who was one of the first, if not the Pioneer, in collecting 
the engraved portraits of this illustrious and greatest of men. It was 
this identical collection which induced the late Wm. S. Baker to write 
his admirable work on the " Engraved Portraits of Washington." Mr. 
Whelen having married the daughter of Mr. Baker, brought him in inti- 
mate relations with that gentleman, who was soon seized with the same 
fever as his son-in-law, and with his assistance, and the use of this col- 
lection, the world was given that interesting volume.
